work a hardship on those 
persons 
who should deriv e the greatest bene­ 
fits and he is preparing 
a measure 
that he believ es will be a popular one 
and allev iate these conditions if it be­ 
comes a law. 
Senator Yarling believ es the farm­ 
ers, especially , should be the ones 
that should be fav ored by the law. 
Farmers owning lands through which 
streams run are put to many incon­ 
v eniences and at the same time they 
do not fare any better under the law 
than the tax pay er who liv es a thous­ 
and miles from a flowing stream. It 
is known that Senator Yarling’s ideas 
in the matter merely v oice the senti­ 
ments of 
hundreds of 
farmers in 
Shelby county . 
The feature of the 
law gov erning the dy namiting of fish 
would remain the same, if the bill to 
be introduced by Senator Yarling be­ 
comes a law. 
One radical change 
I from the present law that is included 
i in his bill is, that it would establish 
an open seining season. 
This would 
I come after the spawning season and 
| would permit farmers to hav e seines 
| in their possession. As the law now 
M I stands any person 
found hav ing a 
M | seine twelv e feet long and four feet 
Bl i wide in his possession is subject to a 
M heav y penalty . Many Shelby county 
farmers can testify to this feature of 
the law, as two fish and game com­ 
missioners spent sev eral 
weeks in 
Shelby county last spring. 
The true sentiment regarding the 
present fish law in Shelby county can, 
be seen in an incident that happened 
at the Democratic primary in Shelby 
county during the month of August. 
Jese Scott, candidate for representa­ 
tiv e, made his campaign almost solely 
on the fact that he stood for the re­ 
peal of the fish law. 
ITe placarded 
the entire county and the number of 
v otes he receiv ed showed that the 
good farmers of Shelby county heart­ 
ily approv ed his stand. 
While there 
will be some objection to the bill, it is 
believ ed that it can be ov ercome, if 
the sentiment is any thing like it is in 
% 
Shelby county .

The number oT commissioned high 
schools in the State is 6,159 and pu­ 
pils enrolled 43,236; 
non-commis­ 
sioned high schools, 8 56, and pupils 
enrolled, 7 ,58 4.
